— (Jiy Ue Forrest Wireless Telegraph to 
Wei-dlaMVei, April IS.)— 1 now send dc- 
t nils of the third day of Admiral Togo's 
eightih attack on Port Arthur, as well as 
further details of the lirst and second j 
days, iwhich I reported briefly from the i 
scene of actual lighting last Wednes- 
day. 

Shortly after noon oil the second day [ 
(Thursday) Admiral Togo withdrew bis 
whole force, which retired in different 
directions, and, concentrating in tlio cven- 
ilng, anchored at sea, within striking 
distance of Port Arthur. 

Tin' following morning (Friday) die 
torpedo flotilla and the second-class 
cintikers were again off Port Arthur, 
and further attempts were made to draw 
the [Russian Meet out, but all was silent, 
ami Admiral Togo's vessels were not 
even molested by the shore 'batteries. 

Oil the 15th instant, therefore, Admir- 
al Toko took his battle licet to Port Ar- 
thur and made a demonstration, This 
time he sent the Kusttgn and the NiesMn 
around to Pigeon bay to direct a high- 
anglu lire against the inner harbor. This 
resulted in drawing a return lire, ibotli; 
from the shins and the forts, but it was 
ineffective. The two new ships, however, 
demonstrated their lighting qualities. 
RETURN TO RENDEZVOUS. 

As soon as the latter rejoined the Hoot 
the whole force returned to the main 
rendezvous. Thus ended the three days' 
engagement, which, in my opinion, has 
destroyed any faint hope which may have 
existed that the Russians will be able 





threw the whole line into confusion, and 
Uhe vessels could he seen firing indis- 
criminately into the water in their im- 
mediate front in order to destroy others 
of these terrible engines of maritime war- 
faro.

flow successful the ruse proved is un- 
folded in the following detailed narra- 
tive : 

1 luring the night of the 12th, two divi- 
sions of destroyers and one torpedo ilo- 
tilla, escorting the Korio .Mum, a mining 
vessel, arrived off Port Arthur. Tbe de- 
stroyer ilotilla protected both Hanks and 
the Korio weut boldly in. The action of 
this vessel was typical of the reckless 
u a ling of the Japs. 

13 SCAPES UNHARMED. 

Although the concentrated beams of 
lour searchlights showed up every spar 
and rail of the Korio, and although a 
merciless lire swept around Jier, she ac- 
complished her object and came out again 
undamaged, wiu.iout the Russians discov- 
ering her deigns.

The second division of destroyers, cov- 
ering tho mining enterprise, lay off 
Swuinson point, and towards morning 
discovered a Russian destroyer, evidently 
making for Port Arthur from Dainy. As 
soon as they discovered her the Japanese 
went in pursuit, cut the Russian vessel 
olf afid destroyed her in ten minutes 
with their six-pounders-. 

Wihile they were trying' to save tlie 
unfortunate crew tliey made out in the 
dim light, like a great shadow, tlio four- 
fiMinellcd' cruiser Bayan, bearing down 
upon them, with another Russian de- 
stroyer. Tho Japanese <lfsfcroyors escap- 
ed, as it was iiupossibU- to tackle the 
Bayan's rapid firers in tlio light, which 
was now growing stronger. 

Tlio'Bayan then proceeded in tlie direc- 
tion of Port Arthur, and was the lirst to 
encounter the Japanese cruiser squadron, 
which she engaged single-handed until 
able to join Admiral Makarolf's battle 
line,' as ho emerged into tjie open sea.

RUSSIAN SUB.MARIXES.

The submarine boat, which was sent olf 
in sections, is elliptical in shape and 
fitted with an improved electrical ap- 
paratus for tiring torpedoes, which, it is 
claimed, experiments have shown enor- 
mously increases the offensive power of 
torpedoes.

A Scheme For Island Railway 
Thoroughly Explained By 
Mr. John Cain. 



Where was n very large gatleeriug of 
infiueuitiul citizens lust evening to hear 
Air. John t'nin lit the Board of Trade 
rooms uii-Uum! his scheme for an e.\- 
itenfjion of railway tvniuiuiiicnitibiU' to 
line north end of V-.ineotiver island. 

President C. F. Tod'!, oof tlte (Board 
of Trade, who took the chair, briefly 
introduced Mr. dun, wno at once pro- 
ceeded' 'to address tihe meetiug. 

,Alr. Ouin began by assuring hiri audi- 
ence .how pleased he was to address such 
a large gatalicrinig, 

iJJje eaid he and his associates wished 
Ito carry out every 'promise they Jiad 
made, or •would make, either to the gov- 
eniineut or the citizens.. They undertook 
to ibuild i\ railway 'to the north' end 
of iViuucouvw island with lines to Quut- 
smuo ami Alberui, with connection to 
the iro.ni nifties at Snritis. It was in- 
tended to have a ferry to connect with 
I'ort Angeles .and the railways under 
construction from that point to the great 
American transcontinental roads anil a 
line of fust steamers from the .north 
•end of the island to connect with the 
Alaskan poll*. 

'June j^i'is^i tr^xle nau muni up the 
American coast cities and nothing would 
'bo left 'undone to get this trade for the 
ipropos-od road, ih would save J00 miles 
of water transportation and save -1 
hours in time.

THE PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN. 

i Although the formal selection of (ho 
candidates for the first place on their 
tickets has not yet been nuu\v by the 
respect ive national conventions, both tho 
Uopuldicnirs and Democrats itre already 
actively at work in trying to ascertain 
who is likely i" 1"' the most popular 
candidate. Iiolh in the convention and in 
the country. The last two or three 
weeks seem to have played havoc with 
the pre .-',pects of M r. While 
forcing himself mi the party, many o£ 
its lenders began to think a few ■weeks 
ago that i his millionaire and newspaper 
proprietor might prove so formidable a 
rival to any other aspirant as to cause 
them to abandon the held anil leave the 
nomination to Mr. Hearst. Hut a great 
change has come over the situation and 
now .people are talking over what they 
call "th ( . collapse of the Hen.-st boom." 
It is. however, likely that Mr. Hearst 
takes) a very different view of the situa- 
tion, and is still engaged in leaving 
nothing tuidono that will be likely to 
aid his cause. His prospects in the 
great state of New York are now en- 
tirely overcast and the ie.-s of that 
delegation must be practically ruinous 
to his candidature. "If 'he cannot carry 
his own state, he will stand no chance 
of 'election." is tin- manner in which 
many Democrats now refer to Mr. 
Hearst's prospects. At one time lie 
had secured promises of support that 
oue would not have believed it possible 
for him to get. But without New York, 
thi« prospects in the convention would 
be poor. Still there was great anxiety 
felt kst ..Mr. Hearet should come any- 
where near gel ting "the "solid South." 
lids millions would be freely dispensed 
in return for promises of support, •while 
■his newspapers would he most effectual 
advertisers of the -fact. But lie has fail- 
ed of success. The Democrats in the 
South have repudiated Mr. Hearst and 
what the Nt-\v York Evening Post de- 
fines as the "unspeakable candidacy." 
He has failed of success in Georgia, in 
Alabama, in Mississippi, in Florida, i> 
Texas, indeed, almost everywhere in the 
South. 

This great and somewhat unexpected 
development of opposition to Mr. 
IHearst ha9 been caused principally by 
the discovery that there is "nothing in 
liim." He failed miserably on every (ye- 
elision -when he was urged to speak dur- 
ing hla recent visit to the Sou tfli. When 
his special train stopped at a station and 
the little crowd which curiosity to see 
him hud collected called for a speech, 
•Mr. Hearst appeared to ho tongue-tied 
and not able even to utter a few com- 
monplace remarks. T! nt he cannot ex- 
press himself much better in writing is 
well known, the many articles which 
Slave appeared as his. being written by 
men in bis employ, who are jiai.l large 
salaries to conduct hi- newspapers. So 
his appearance in the South seems to 
have brought about the disappearance 
t ie re that the energy of 
e agents and other per- 
il ve started. It is asserted 
ml to hi* private life Mr. 
Hearst is not n lit person to till the 
position of Chief Magistrate. Happily, 

however, there has 1 a little attempt 

so far to drag private matt, rs into a 
public discussion, although were Mr. 
Hearst to secure tli ■ nomination no one 
can forego ■ what might occurr. Those 
who remember the man nor in which 
Cleveland'* private history was at- 
taekvd and dinsccted in his first Presi- 
dential campaign in 1884, will form, 
perhaps, some Ulen of what might be 
expected in this case. 

But the almost certainty that lie will 
not carry New York has put an end 
to Mr, illearst'si prospect of securing the 
nomination. Without New York and 
tho support of Stn-tes which can give 
the Democrats any chance of success 
at the polls. M r. Hearst'* candidacy he- 
comes n mere thing of slireds and 
pnteiies, "pieced together by the use of 
pelf." The danger to the country that 
his snccefM would ne an is prohnhly 
past. The disgrace that n presidential 
candidate who is known as the greatest 
offeuder n gainst decent journalism and 
Hie particular example of what is called 
"yellow journalism" would be. is now 
apparently remote. Mr. Hearst stated 
at the outset of 'his cunvpnign that, he 
and his relations would spend millions 
to secure, success. FTo now prohnhly 
■realizes that the Presidency or even ;i 
party nomination us a candidate for the 
position, cannot be honghl with money. 
For a time it seemvd as though through 
a combination of circumstances, ami the 
nhsence of any other strong aspirant for 
the nomination in the party, Mr. Hearst 
might attain some measure or success. 
Tho reputation that he had for wealth 
and the clever journalistic campaign 
that his newspapers inaugurated gained 
(some adherents and made still more in- 
clined to tolerate his candidacy. But 
tho voice of the great democracy of tho 
South lias ibeeii ihoaa-d mid it is so em- 
phatic in itrt repudiation of Mr. Hearst 
3iud till lite ways that there seems no 
treosojl to believe that his candidacy will 
bib rcgiirdcd as serious, j , / 



IPItOVINCIAD AID TO ENTElt- 
PKISKS. 

Although but a few- months have 
elapsed since the. 'Provincial Legislature 
was engaged in passing measures de- 
signed to discharge liabilities incurred 
[by reckless financial administration, and 
although that object could only be 
achieved by increasing tin- burdens of 
the (Provincial taxpayers, it would seem 
that there are people who 'have already 
forgotten these circumstances. At least, 
it they have not forgotten them, they 
must ignore ithe lessons that they 
should teach. Wo are impelled to make 
these remarks by the statements which 
are current throughout the Province of 
the number of demands Unit arc said 
to have been made on the Government 
for financial assistance to all sorts of 
projects. Ol' course, they are based on 
the old and threadbare argument that it 
is the Government's .duty to open up ami 
develope the resources of the Province 
and that millions of dollars disbursed 
from the Treasury for tlvese various 
schemes will be returned mnnyfold in 
the somewhat misty future. We do not 
know what is the Government's view 
on these mutters and we have no au- 
thority to siienk on its behalf. 'We have 
no more information than that which is 
open to every reader of the Provincial 
press, nor do we make the hast pre- 
tense to have liny better data on which 
to base- an opinion than is possessed 
by anyone who has followed the course 
of Provincial affairs during the last 
three or four years. Hut this Is a 
matter which interests the people of 
British Columbia; one in which every tax- 
payer has a concern and it seems to us 
that there should be no hesitation or 
backwardness in discus-sing it. 

If there is one thing connected with 
Provincial affairs more than another, 
and especially in regard to the Provin- 
cial finances, 't hat must In- plain and

Belvin would not deny that its direc- 
tion was toward Seattle. As the object 
is in connect Purl Aogeles by rail with 
th,. re-i of the wm-hl and in tap the 
country west of the Sound and south 
of the -trait-, its objective ponit is not 
difhVult in conjecture. 

Mr. Belvin arrived in Seattle ye-ter- 
day. lie will pn ceed in Port Angeles 
aboiil ''I liuisday, and at once put in mo- 
tion the work of active CO 1 1st rl 1 1 't ii ' 1 1 . 

The building of the line will be under 
his supervision and he will be on the 
ground a large part of the summer. Part 
of uh,. material is already at Port 
Angelt-s and further shipments will nr 
rive soon. 

Mr. Belvin is tin old railroad promoter 
and builder. He has been president of 
several railroads, among them the San 
P ran cisco & Eastern, which was graded 
HHl mibs into the Sau Joaquin volley 
under bis management before it was sold 
to the Southern Pacific. He has also 
projected and built other lines. As Che 
conlidential agent of Henry Vilhrrd In 
this city for 'half a dozen years pre- 
ceding tho construction of Hie Northern 
Pacilie lo the Sound, he was actively 
connected with the building of that, line, 
ami with other projects with which '-Mr. 
Villard was identified. 

iWhile living in Seattle .Mr. Belvin 
dealt largely in really and owned exten- 
s-ive tracts 'if lan I win n it wasehenp ucre- 
age. iwhich is now valuable city property.

I not he simpler 
than t liis powerful minister, lie speaks 
in a low voi.-e, looking directly at vci. 
What a steady eye: The freedom of 
his conversation, in view of your pre- 
vious notions of Russia and Russians, 
astonishes you. There is not a cabinet 
officer in Washington who will talk 
with the apparclil unreserve of this 
ehi.-f counsellor or the Czar. His eyes 
ate large and In-own, with an expres- 
sion ..I patience and weariness ah ml 
t hem which remind* you of what you 
read about the ey.s of Lincoln. The 
eyes are in.i sharp or luminous 'out have 
the specula live expression of those minds 
which are noi coiiteul with tilings 
.-is they an-, hut ate planning ami dream- 
ing of the things lis thev should he. His 
forehead i- high, hut not to,, high, of 
medium breadth; but between the cars 
tile breadth i- perceptibly greater, and 
the back-head, where resides "drive" of 
to.- human intellect, is perfectly develop- 
ed. Hi.- hair is brown, has a slightly 
waving effect, i- of medium length, anil 
is worn brushed hack from the forehead. 
In his office be wears » common, unpre- 
tentious suck-coat, well-worn trousers, 
w llieh bag a: the knees, and shoes that 
show they do not receive uver-lliucli at- 
tention. Everything reveals the char- 
acteristic indifference of great men for 
the details of personal appearance. 

The senator, who has met Minister 
Witte recently, goes on in his book "The 

Russian Adva :" It is interesting to 

note that this great mind, whom Tolstoi 
considers a surface and artificial juggler, 
is oi' Dutch origin, although this is stren- 
uously denied by the Russians, who lo- 
gin to see the mountainous proportions 
ol the in. u, and who, with racial jeal- 
ousy are now claiming him all for them- 
selves. Whether this is true or not, true 
it is that he has worked himself up. un- 
aided, against obstacles that seemed al- 
most insurmountable, from tin- humblest 
of positions to the greatest. There is 
not a life-work in America which mure 
perfectly illustrates the power of merit 
in building a career than does the story 
ot Sergius Witte. minister of tJiunuce, and 
practical chancellor of the empire. He 
came from the people. It is true that 
same claim that Witte's family was 
noble; .inn if S o, [hey were not of any 
practical consequence; and, besides, it 
amounts to nothing to he a nobleman in 
Itu-sia, unless nobility is also accompan- 
ied by wealth or ability, from the time 
of Peter until now many of .Russia's 
greatest public servants have been of 
comparatively Jowly origin. The biog- 
raphy of Witte. briefly told, is as fol- 
lows: 

With a fair education he began as a 
clerk in one of the departments of the 
Odessa railroad, with liead<|uarters at 
Dliat port. Within a short time it was 
noted that lie was the most competent 
man in the whole force. Accordingly, 
be was given more important work. 
Again he did his work better til tin any- 
body els,, had done it before, And so, 
steadily and rapidly, he rise to the man- 
agement of the road itself. In this posi- 
tion lie proved the best railway admin- 
istrator of a limited line who had Vet 
appeared upon the field of Russia's rail- 
road activities. 

During the Turkish war his genius for 
organization is said in have saved the 
military situation. With the confusion 
of things then prepniliug in 'Russia, and 
which still prevails to a considerable ex- 
tent in .-pile of Wine's work, there was 
the very gravest danger of congestion in 
forwarding the troops, it appears that 
Witte had foreseen this difficulty, and 
had worked mil in advance a system 
which, when the lime arrived, he put 
into successful execution. He did this, 
loo, without obtruding himself offensive- 
ly upon the notice ol anybody. Never- 
I'lieless, a work so important to the em- 
pire did imt. of course, go unnoticed. ,!t 
attracted the uttenti if the govern- 
ment and the admiration of the railway 
men of the empire and Europe. 

Alter the Turkish war a greater line 
than the Odessa road claimed his ser- 
vices. He was made managing director 
of this line, mid he made it the best road 

in tl inpire. 11.' became :.n expert on 

railroad tariffs. lie improved .the road- 
bed, lie improved the roiling stock, lie 
introduced rigid system, lie so econo- 
mized that iie turned channels of expen- 
diture into channels of revenue. The 
government! and all of Russia, and in- 
deed the railroad world of Europe, could 
not Inn be impressed, ami were im- 
pressed. And so Vyshiicgradskv, then 
finance minister, offered him the head of 
the railroad repartmenl of the ministry 
of finance, because of his unrivalled 
knowledge and resource in tiie matter of 
railway tariffs. He accepted, and for a 
few months conducted this depart meiil 
with the same notable ability that had 
formerly marked his railway manage- 
mint. Then the position of minister of 
ways and communications became va- 
cant, and the Czar appointed Witte, who 
!lMd made himself by effort and ability, 
and nothing else, the chief railway man 
of the empire, to this cabinet position, 
die held it for n year with brilliancy and 
distinction. Then fate yielded ut Inst 
Jier entire favors to this man who could 
not he denied. The position of minister 
of liounee became vacant, and the Czar 
looked over the bends of bunkers, over 
theoretical liimiiCMcrs, over all. to the 
practical man of affairs, who knew hmv 

10 spend economically that revenue after 

11 had been collected. 

Thu.i Witte mounted to the high place 
al the idglit hand ,.f the U'/.ur. Such is 
the story of ihis.paticn.t, sleepless, cease 
less, active, .-tern, and silent mull. It is 

possible thai he will couth for the 

remainder of his life the most powerful 
influence among (lie Czar's one hundred 
and fort j millions of suiijcets. It seems 
to he on the cards of fate that more 
Mid more, as years go by. the name of 
Witte will he 'heard in (very centre of 
finance and in evi r.v cabinet of every 
government on earth, die is scarcely 
more than fifty years of age. Willi bis 
vast energies.' Id's great daring, and his 
productive mind tempered by a lifetime 
of practical experience, it is probublo 
Mint his future work will be even more 
striking tli a n his post activities. Should 
Sergitis Witte die, or should he be the 
victim of court Intrigue, and deprived of 
bis power, Russia will have lost her 
ablest statesman Mid the C'/.ar his must 
powerful minister.

Maori King First of Alley Service 
to Sail From New Zealand 
in July. 



In J ti ! y next tile British steamship 
iMaorl King. 7,000 tons . gross, will si" 
from Now Zealand porta and Sydney, New 
South Wales, /or the port of Vancouver, 
with freight and passengers, says the Van- 
couver Province, She will be the first 
of the targe three steamships placed on 
tuc route by the It. A. Alley & Company. 

Such is the gist of an Interview Mr. 
li. A. Alley, of Taeoma, save The Prov- 
ince this afternoon. Mr. Alley arr.ved from 
Taeoma this morning ou business la con- 
nection with tills new line <>f steamships. 

i.Mr. Alley announced that at the start 
sailings will be made every six weeks 
between Vancouver und Australian and 
New Zealand ports. En route, inward 
ami outward bound, the steamships w 1 11 
call at Honolulu, and most pTobab'y 
lit Suva. In the FIJI Islands. 

The line w l!i serve three ports tn 
New Zealand, and it Is calculated! that 
on account of the preferential tariffs 
existing between Canada and New Zea- 
land a large trade will be built up be 
tween the two countries shortly. Leav- 
ing New Zealand, the steamships will 
call at Sydney, New South Wales, sail- 
ing thence to Suva, and calling at Hon- 
olulu en route t,, this coast. 

Vancouver will be the llrst port of call 
on this coast. After discharging passen- 
ger and freight at this port the steamship 
■will y proceed to Puget Sound, their prin- 
cipal parts of call being Taeoma, where 
they w!l! load sueli out-hound freight as 
ofTcrs from the United States. Of course, 
cut-bound freight will also be received 
from Vancouver. 

Preliminary arrangements for the In- 
auguration of this new line of steam- 
ships have been proceeding for over a 
year past. Mr. Alley stilted 1 today that 
the service would have been In operation 
seme months ago, had not the war bo 
tween Itussia and Japan broken out, lie 
had nearly completed the charter for sev 
eral steamships for the run, when Japan 
stepped in and outbid him on the ehurtei 
prices, and consequently he dost the ves 
sels. Now.' however, the steamship Moarl 
King, which Is now on the Australian 
coast, has been chartered, and It is ex- 
pected that she will be ready to sail foi 
Vancouver In July. Negotiations are now 
proceeding for the chartering of two other 
[steamships, each larger than the Maori 
King. They will fotlow the bitter vessel 
to this coast. Docking facilities for the 
new service in the port of Vancouver are 
mow being arranged for, and it is probable 
that the Evans, Coleman & Evuim wharves 
Will be used. 

one Tuesday next Mr. Alley will leave 
for Sun Francisco, where he nil meet 
an agent of his who has recenty been 
lu New Zealand ami Australia com- 
pleting traffic, arrangements connected 
with the steamship service. From San 
•Francisco Mr. Alley and his ngenl will 
proceed to Now York, thence they will 
go to Ottawa to Interview the Dominion 
government In connection with a subsidy 
for tic ftew line, which Is now receiving 
consideration at the hands of the Calmet. 
From Ottawa .Mr. Alley will proceed to 
'England on business connected with the 
new line.

street is ag-ilust tho likllhood of tho pe- 
tition 'being entertained while the eonrlc- 
tlou Is general that the contest will be pur- 
sued by other legal steps on the part of 
tile Union Pacific Interests. This makes 
It doubtful whether the expected decision 
at St. Paul is to release' the market from 
this depression upon which It was Increased 
Iby the seven point drop in Great Northern 
preferred today. It is believed that unti 
the Issuance of railroad short lime notes 
in this market has been completed the 
Investment demand, for bonds and stocks 
will halt; present speculation halts ac- 
cordingly.

flMie present writer was the only Brit- 
.isli Columbian who had the good .fortune 
to be on the trial trip of the steamer 
Prince Kti4)eiit, which was to have tak- 
en the Victoria-Vancouver run somi* 
years ago, and he is therefore in a pe- 
culiarly favorable iposiLiou to make 
comparisons between those two remark- 
able specimens of murine architectural 
juilc-liriuide. 

The 'Prince Rupert, which was a pad- 
dle-wheel steamer, cost the C. 1'. II. 
^250,000, and .Messrs. William D.nny 
j& Bros,, of Dumbarton, assured the 
writer that she was, fur her size, the 
ifintst boat they hud ever turned out of 
it heir yards. She was certainly the hn- 
est specimen of shipbuilding and inte- 
rior decoration tine writer hud ever seen, 
out of many hundreds of elegantly ap- 
pointed vessels. It may sittllee to s ; i y 
that tin- Prince Rupert passed .the criti- 
cal inspection of judges accustomed to 
see the first firms in the world exert 
t'liemselvcs to the utmost in such work, 
therefore, to have seen and suited on | 
the Prince Rupert is to he able to draw 
a pretty just comparison with her suc- 
cessor, the superb Princess Victoria. 

Everything aboard the Princess Vic- 
toria has been arranged for solid 
comfort, while the artistic has been 
iby no means forgotten, but is 
.everywhere apparent. The main deck 
accommodates most of the state rooms. 
Forward, overlooking the Hush deck, 
'where tie- capstan, anchors, etc., are 
(Situated, is the second-class smoking- 
room a comfortable room, furnished 
with card tables, chairs and a circular 
(bench running around under the win- 
flows.

According to an article published here, 
serious trouble is threatened among the 
salmon canners on Puget sound. In- 
stead of pursuing the tactics resorted to 
in the struggle t-rj years ago, which were 
halted last season by the action of the 
United States treasury department in 
providing for the refunding of the duty 
of SO cents per case to the American 
canners, showing proof that the lish 
they designed to export was purchased 
. across the border, an entirely new line 
I of action .has been taken by the British 
■ Columbia packers. It is reported that 
since the season ended these pac' 
have been exceedingly busy pulling wires 
in Ottawa. The result conies in th 
shape of a ruling lately issued by the 
Canadian autherities prohibiting the for- 
eign sale or exportation of fresh sockeye 
salmon during- the active Ashing season 
, soon to commence. 

This move is of vital importance to 
I the interests of the American canners, 
i and unless some action is taken to off- 
he new Canadian fishing regula- 
tion, the camp of the American pack- 
ers mi Puget sound is open to attack 
without possibility of reprisals being 
made. Canadian packers can come over 
j into the American fisJiing grounds and 
bid up the price of raw fish ou the 
American canners. and the latter are 
helpless, because of the prohibition of 
sale of Canadian li>h to foreign inter- 
ests. The action of Canada nullifies the 
treasury ruling, ami makes kune further 
move on the pari of the American pack- 
ers imperative. 

A. prominent packer on the Pacific 
coast says: 'if the Canadian law 
prohibiting the sale of fresh salmon lo 
American canners goes into effect, it 
menus a good deal to the industry this 
side the line. Ii is a mistake to sup- 
pose that American canneries have 

1 U heavy buyer:, of fresh salmon from 

Canadian fishermen. The ilienriest buy- 
ing has been don,, by Canadian pack-
